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REPORT OF TRUSTEES. 



Hon. Richard Yates, Governor of Illinois: 

Sir : We have the honor to submit herewith the fourth biennial re- 
port of the trustees, superintendent and treasurer of the Illinois West- 
em Hospital for the Insane. 

It is with great pleasure that we refer you to the detailed report 
of our superintendent, which covers all improvements for which appro- 
priations were made by the last General Assembly. 

We are also pleased to report that all improvements have been 
completed within the amounts estimated, the credit for which is prin- 
cipally due to the execution and business ability of the superintendent, 
to whom in a large measure the trustees have entrusted this work. 

Since the completion of the new ward building, which has increased 
the capacity of the institution by 50 per cent, it has developed that 
there is imperative need of the following further improvements: A 
fire-proof dormitory for female employes estimated to cost $25,000; 
an amusement hall for patients costing $10,000, and an infirmary for 
female patients to cost $35,000. 

The necessity has also arisen for a high iron fence around the in- 
stitution, not only because of the great increase in population of Water- 
town and vicinity, but also for the reason that a street car line has 
recently been constructed from Moline through Watertown, which 
brings a large number of visitors and also renders discipline much 
more difficult. This fence, we estimate, will cost $10,000. 

We also earnestly recommend your approval of appropriations for 
the following purposes: 

For ordinar expenses per annum $166,750 00 

For Improvements and repairs per annum 5,000 00 

For improvement of grounds per annum 5,000 00 

For library per annum 300 00 

For enlargii^ septic tank 5,000 00 

For live stock and farm implements 2,500 00 

For improvements on farm 1,500 00 

For roof on main building 2,500 00

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 



To the Board of Trustees: 

Gentlemen : I have the honor to herewith present to your honora- 
ble board the biennial report of the operations of this institution for 
the period ending June 30, 1904. 

Population. 

July I, 1902, there were present 651 — 344 males and 307 females; 
on parole 10— eight males and two females. Since there have been 
admitted 344 new patients — ^210 males and 134 females. Forty-six pa- 
tients have been readmitted — 24 males and 22 females, making a total 
of i>o5i, of which 586 are males and 465 females. We have discharged 
160 patients since June 30, 1902, 88 males and 72 females. Eighty-two 
patients have died, 56 males and 26 females. We had on parole June 
30, 1904, 43 patients, 22 males and 21 females; present June 30, 1904^ 
766 patients, 420 of which are males and 246 females. Two hundred 
and forty-four of the patients admitted were suffering from their first 
attack ; 72 from the second attack, 23 from the third, seven from the 
fourth, two from the fifth, one from the eighth, and 41 unknown. 

During the past two years the general health of the patients has been 
good. There has been no contagious or infectious diseases. 

Many improvements have been made, both in additions and equip- 
ment, which have largely increased the capacity of the institution and 
added to its convenience. 

The new annex, having capacity for 400 people, is completed and 
will be occupied in a few days. The building, three stories and a base- 
ment, is constructed of Berea stone and finished throughout with hard 
wood. It is fire-proof and thoroughly equipped with the most modem 
appliances used in hospitals, an effort being made to make it as sani- 
tary as possible. It is heated by the indirect system and the ventilation 
appears to be perfect. The building contains 78 single rooms for 
patients and 12 large dormitories, besides a number of offices and re- 
ception rooms. A large electric elevator, capable of carrying 40 peo- 
ple, adds much to the convenience of the patients in going to and 
from the dining-rooms, which are located in the basement. 



Ten thousand dollars has been expended on the main building in 
enlarging dining-rooms, kitchen and bakery. Many of the water- 
closets in the main building have been remodeled and made as sani- 
tary as possible. 

A carpenter shop 40x80, two stories and basement, has been con- 
structed and is thoroughly equipped with modem machinery. 

A greenhouse 40x80 has been erected. 

Our two wells not being of sufficient capacity to supply water, we 
sunk another well 1,391 feet deep, which gives us an abundance of 
pure water. We have constructed a large reservoir under ground, in 
which we store a himdred thousand gallons of water. 

A new engine and d)mamo, also one large boiler, has been installed 
in the power house. We have installed two automatic stokers, which 
are giving good satisfaction. 

We have improved our fire protection, putting in mains and plugs 
and supplying them with a separate pump. 

Much work has been done about the institution in the way of con- 
structing tunnels for pipes, also one large tunnel through which ashes 
are carried from the power house. Considerable grading has been 
done about the buildings, sidewalks have been constructed and much ad- 
vancement made in the matter of beautifying the grounds. A large 
park extending east of the buildings, taking in 30 acres of timber, has 
been cleared and fenced, making a most excellent recreation ground 
for the patients. We have organized a most excellent brass band and 
orchestra and provided other forms of entertainment for the patients. 

During the past two years we have made many improvements on 
the farm. The low ground has been thoroughly drained and put 
in condition to be cultivated and made very productive. Owing to 
the fact that we have been using large quantities of fertilizer, our gar- 
den has produced more extensive thaui heretofore. 

I would suggest that the board ask an appropriation for an infirmary 
for women and a dormitory for female employes. Believing that 
amusements are quite essential in hastening the recovery of patients, 
I would suggest that you ask the Legislature to make an appropriation . 
for an amusement hall for patients, in which there can be a swimming 
pool, bowling alleys, gymnasium and other forms of recreation. 

Owing to our increased capacity, I feel that it is absolutely neces- 
sary that our septic tank be remodeled and enlarged. 

I will also ask that you secure, if possible, an appropriation to con- 
struct a high iron fence around the grounds where the buildings are 
located. A liberal appropriation should be asked for the improvement 
of the grounds, repairs on the buildings and improvements on the 
farm. 
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I want to express to you my high appreciation of the valuable service 
and advice you have given me in carr3ang on the work at this institu- 
tion and thank you for the many courtesies you have extended to me 
at all times.
